Geographical Propinquity. 

“No such right can ever be acknowledged by us. 
The geographical propinquity of Ireland to the Brit- 
ish Isles is a fundamental fact. The history of the 
two islands for many centuries, however it is read, 
is sufficient proof that their destinies are indissolu- 
bly linked. 

“Ireland has sent members to the British Parlia- 
ment for more than a hundred years. Many of ner 
péople during cil that time have eniisted freely and 
served gallantly in the forces of the crown. Great 
numbers in all the Irish provinces are profoundly 
attached to the throne. 

“These facts permit of one answer, and one 
only, to the claim that Great Britain should negotl- 
ate with Ireland as a separate and foreign Fower. 

‘When you, as the chosen representatives of Irish 
national ideals, came to speak with me, I made one 
condition only, of which our proposal plair!y stated 
the effect—that Ireland should recognize the force of 
geographical and historical facts. 

It is those facts which govern the prohiems of the 
British-Irish relations. If they did not exist there 
would be no problems to discuss. I pass, therefore, 
to the conditions which are imposed by these facts. 
We set them out clearly fin six clauses in our former 
proposal and need not restate them here, excep: to 
say that the British Government cannot convent to 
the reference of any such questions which concern 
Great Britain and Ireland alone to the arbitraticn of 
a foreign Power 
No Foreign Arbitration. 

“We are nmrofoundly glad to have your agreemen’ 
that Northern Ireland cannot be coerced. This point 
is of great importance because the resolve of. our 
people to resist with full power any attempt at se- 
‘ession by one part of Ireland carries with it, of ne- 
cessity, an equal resolve to resist any effort to coerce 


inother part of Ireland to abandon its allegiance to 
‘he crown. 
“We glai!s give you the assurance that we will 


eoncur in any settlement Southern and Northern 
freland may make for Irish unity within the six con- 
ditions alreaty laid down, which apply to Southern 
end Northere Ireland alike: but we cannot agree 
refer the uvestion of your relations with Northern 
ireland to foreign arbitration. 

‘The conditions of the proposed settlement do not 
arise from avy desire to force our will upon the peo- 
pie of another race, but from facts which are as 
vital to Ireland’s welfare as to our own. They con- 
tain no derogation from Ireland's status as a do- 
minion, ro cesire for British ascendancy over Ire- 
land. and no impairment of Ireland's national ideals. 

“Our proposals present to the Irish people an Op- 
portunity such as never dawned in their history be- 
fore. We nave made them in a sincere desire to 
achieve peace, but beyond them cannot go. 

“We trust you will be able to accept them in prin- 
ciple. I shalt discuss their application in détai! 
«henever your acceptance in principle is cgm- 
raunicated to me.’

OME persons are much more 
susceptible to the germ which 
Causes erysipelas than others, 
|} and, although we may boast that we 
(are perfectly healthy and could not 
| possibly be attacked in this manner, 
| we never know at what moment 
somethihg untoward may arise and 
| predispose one to the virus. 

For instance, an ulcerated tooth or 
| series of ulcerated teeth may 450 
weaken the soft tissues of the cheek 
| as to invite the germ of this disease 
'to find a ready lodgement there. I 
| have such a case under observation 
now. 

While we look for this condition at 
the site of a wound, it does occur 
without any noticeable break in the 
skin, and is usually seen on the face 
in the springtime. It develops in 
from three to seven days. As a rule 
there is a chill and fever; headache, 
sometimes vomiting and more or less 
| lassitude. 

The favorite site for the eruptidén 
| is at the corner of the mouth, junc- 
_Uon of the nose and cheek, corner of 
the eye, or a patch of red may ap- 
pear on the cheek.
